The proposed legislation, it was

tribute coal in interstate commerce, 
and for creation of a commission 
to ascertain the facts in the coal 
industry. 
The agency proposition, 


which would be designed primarily 
to control prices, it was indicated, 
likely would require more time for 
consideration than the fact-finding 
commission as some leaders wc-ra 
said to oppose the recreation 
of 


any such body as the war-time coal 
administration which they declared 
was not a success. 


Other recommendations made by 


Mr. Harding in.'his address to con- 
gress suchl as legislation to "put

"It is the duty of evory citizen to

In years past the voter who 


ras absent from home or confined 
o the house because of.- illness had 


a legitimate excuse but 'that is not 
the case now that there is a provi- 
sion in the Wisconsin law for ab- 
sent voting. 


"Every citizen who expects to be 


away from home or who for any 
other jood reason cannot get to the 
polls should eend or call at the office 
of the village, city or county clerk 
for an application blank'for an ab- 
sent voter's ballot.. This must be 
ap'plied'for not less than three days 
before the, primary or election" and 
plenty of time "should .be" allowed 
for the application blank to reach 
the voter, be filled out and returned 
to the clerk and the ballot to reach 
•the voter be marked and returned 
•to the clerk by election day. 


"Upon receipt of the application 


blank the voter must fill out the 
| same,'have it sworn to before a not- 


ary public, and then return it to 
the village, city, or county clerk. 


"The clerk will 'then mail to the 


voter a ballot-together with an fen- 
velope for returning the ballot. The 
voter must then present the ballot 
to a notary -public unmarked, after 
the notary has.seen that the ballot 
is unmarked the voter may mark his 
ballot in the presence of the notary 
but in such a manner that the not- 
ary cannot see how tho 
voter is 


marking his or her ballot. 'The bal- 
lot should then be placed in the re- 
turn envelope provided by'the clerk 
and sealed. On the outside of'the 
returnenvelope are two 
affidavits, 


one to be filled out by the voter, 
and, the other to be filled out by the 
notary before whom the ballot was 
marked. These should both be not- 
ariezed. The ballot should then be 
mailed'to the village, city, or coun- 
ty clerk so that it will reach its des« 
tination not later than election day, 
which in this case is Tuesd-ay, Sept. 
5th."

There were 
dogs and 
children 


everywhere, pitiable children whose 
little bodies were bent from the 
hard toil of weaving the carpets we 
watched them making. One of the 
saddest and oldest looking of these 
was a little girl, who had been mar- 
ried and -divorced and was now 
forced to make her own living. I 
am sure she had 'the saddest face 
I have ever seen. 


It was in the bazaar that Doug- 


las 
first 
spoke to me about my 


pearls.

Of course I was startled and, I 
must admit, frightened. As soon 
as I could, I slipped the jewels to 
Douglas, who in the beginning had 
advised me to leave them at the 
hotel.

Plans of the Episcopal Church 


Continuance of the revision of the Book of Common 


Prayer and plans for carrying on the Nation-Wide Campaign 
started three yoarg ago are among the. important questions 
of legislation to come before the triennial general conven- 
tion of the Episcopal cliurch which opens in Portland, Ore., 
Sept, S. The convention is expected to be in session from 
fifteen to twenty days. 


There has been a commission on the Prayer Book re- 


vision for some years, and at each convention some definite 
progress has beea made in the enrichment of the Book of 
Common Prayer.. Any change, however, mast be approved 
by both the Mouse of Blshopj and the House of Deputies at 
one convention, referred to the various dioceses for their 
consideration, and then mast come before both Houses of 
the succeeding convention for final approval.. No change, 
therefore, can be made in the prayer book that has not been 
brought before the whole Church for consideration. 


The Nation-Wide Campaign was Inangti rated at the De- 


troit convention in Ifl9.. The church then planned to raise 
128,000,000 for missions, religions education and social -eer- 
i-icc during the years from 1S19 to 1922.. The dioceses -were 
organized to carry on this effort and while the amount ac- 
'ually raised was short of the goal set, there was a large and 
marked increase in the amount of money contributed through- 
out the church.' 
The income of the Presiding. Bishop and 


Council for the general work of the church was almost 
doubled and there was a total increase in the Income of the 
church for all purposes of $10,00(1,000 in one year. While 
only 51,600,000 of this was for general church purposes, the 
bulk of the increase ,was applied to the salaries of clergy, 
construction, and development work fn the dioceses and in 
parishes and missions.. The salaries of the clergy were in- 
creased $1,413.000 in 1920, with a still further increase of 
J997.000 in 1921. 


At the coming convention plans will be decided upon fo- 


the irork of the neit three years. It is probable that- the 
church will be asked to raise $21,000,000 for the general work 
of the churdi during that p-lriod but on a graduated scale 
of $6.000.000 for 1923, $7,000,000 for 1924 and IS.000,000 for 
1925. 


The campaign will be conducted this fall in all of the 


dioceses and missionary districts and in every parish and 
mission throughout the church.

Meetings of various general organizations of the church, 


such as the Church Service League, the Woman's Auxiliary, 
Church School Service League, the Daughters of the King, 
the Girls' Friendly Society, the Church Periodical Club, the 
Church Mission, of. Help and Seaman's Institute will be held 
in connection with (he general convention. 


On September 7th. will be held the Corporate Commun- 


ion of the Woman's Auxiliary, at which time there will bd 
presented the United Thank Offering for Missions which 
this organization presents every three years. The offering 
at Detroit in 1919 amounted to more than $450,000. It is 
expected the offering at Portland will exceed $'/00,000. The 
offering will be presented in the gold alms basis.-yhich was 
presented to the Episcopal Church by the University of Ox- 
ford in 1852. 


The House of Bishops comprises all the bishops of the 
dioceses of the church, together with the Bishops-Coadjutor, 
and the Suffragan Bishops and else the Bishops of the do- 
mestic and foreign missionary districts. All of these ex- 
cept the Suffragan Bishops, who arc in reality Assistant 
Bishops, have seats and votes while the SufTragon Bishops 
have seats but not votes. 
Legislation inaugurated at the 


1919 convention in Detroit giving votes to the Suffragan 
Bishops and probably will be completed at the coming con- 
vention. 


The House of Deputies is composed of four clerical and 


four lay delegates from each of the 70 dioceses of the church 
who are elected by the various diocesan conventions; also of 
one clerical and one lay delegate from each of the 20 mis- 
sionary districts.. In voting, the clerical delegates from 
each diocese have one vote and the lay delegates one vote. 
Each of theldcleg.ites. clerical or lay, from missionary dis- 
tricts, has one-qu.T.'t'-r of a vote. 


The convention meets every three years ui various cities, 


and is, therefore, frequently spoken of as the triennial con- 
vention. The Right Rev. Walter T. Snmner. D. D_ Bishop 
of Oregon, who was formerly the Dean of the Cathedral of 
SS. Peter and Paul in Chicago, and hit committees have been 
making elaborate plans for the convention and for the en- 
tertainment of the delegates and visitors. For the first time 
the entire convention, including the House of Bishops ,and 
House of Deputies, as well as the Woman's Auxiliary and 
other organizations of the church, will be housed under one 
roof.

in an address at Wisconsin Rapids that Mr. La 
Follette's. recent discussion of the power of 
courts to .hold certain statutes 'unconstitutional, 
and the restriction he proposes to pijt on the 
abuse of that power, amounts to a • "weakening 
or destruction of our constitutional 
govern- 


ment," and a "nullification of our constitution." 
He tries to bolster up that contention by citing 
a familiar opinion by .John Marshall, and does 
so in the' true manner of- the "case lawyer," 
that nuisance abhorrent to every real worship- 
per of the law. A "case lawyer",, is. one who 
bases his argument on a precedent, mechanical- 
ly, and without analysis or true comprehension 


I of its meaning. 


Whenever there are two conflicting rules or 


principles of law, one must give way to the 
other; applying this rule to a conflict between 
the constitution and a statute, the latter must 
always yield to the former. About that there 
can be no dispute. But often there is a differ- 
ence of opinion whether the two" conflict or not. 
Xow a layman, of even the type of lawyer with 
a "scholasdc" mind, who thinks that law and 
formal logic are identical and the law is some- 
thing apart from life and the human beings sub- 
ject to it, may readily conceive that it must in 
all cases be a'question of law, to be decided by 
the courts, whether a statute conflicts with the 
^Constitution or not;, and that such.a question 
must be decided by a simple logical deduction, 
from the text of the constitution and the stat- 
utes.

sion, know that law is not really made, except 
in form, by legislatures or the shifting ma- 
jorities of popular elections, but^that its prin- 
ciples grow up by the growth of universal opin- 
ion among the people themselves. 
Legislative 


acts and court decisions are merely evidence 
of tjiat far more fundamental development. 
Now, when a question of contradiction between 
the constitution and a statute comes up, that 
may happen in two different..ways. 
It may be 


a mere verbal conflict. 
That is, the text taken 


by itself may not be clear. Then it is the busi- 
ness of the courts to interpret the words and 
to decide whether they agree or .not. That is 
a purely legal question, and nobody wants to 
tane such decisii-ns away from the jurisdiction 
ol the courts. Nor is it different in othar coun- 
tries. 


The peculiarity of our American jurisprudence 


'lies in this, that we allow the courts to decide 
also, where the point at issue between consti- 
tution and statute cannot be decided by mere 
reference to the text, but the meaning of the 
.vords must be determined, by the court's un- 


j ^-standing of social and economic conditions, 


j Such questions are essentially, not legal but 


political, and it cannot make a difference that 


j hey are raised in th course of a law suit. Of 


I '.Ms character are the recent child labor deci- 


i .-ion and all the numerous other cases growing 


cut of social conditions, in most of which the 
justices have stood five to four against con- 
stitutionality. 


Outside of the United States and England 


with some of its dependencies, this question 
rarely arises, because a court decision does not 
become a precedent, that is, a rule of law to be 
followed by all citizens. 
In other , -ords, in 


most foreign countries a decision is effective 
only in that particular case, and courts are per- 
fectly at liberty to decide in a directly op- 
posite manner when a similar question comes 
before them afterwards. 
With us-, a decision 


on a point of law becomes itself a legal rule, as 
much so as a statute. 
It is a perfectly fair' 


question, whether this country shal1 continue 
to let many of our most important questions 
of legislation be decided, not.by Congress or a 
legislature, but by nine old gentlemen, removed 
by their exalted station from the influer.ee. of 
popular opinion, and responsible only to their 
own consciences. 


This is a. question which certainly will have 


to be answered some day, although the time is 
not .yet come when it can properly become an 
issue in an election campaign. 
Much discus- 


sion will be required before 
the 
voters car. 


thoroughly .understand the matter. Senator La 
Follette has not used it as an election issue. 
For our stalwart brethren to do so against him 
is the rankest kind of demagoguery. 


Let us be charitable, however.
